Difficultics Besetting its progress and Its Final Success.

The urt of constructing and properly adjusting ariificial reeth and artifloial
plales will not be without interest, even to the easunl ronder, Tor the perfection to
which this most useful art has attained, from the period of its crude and bungling
essinya, is perhaps, unsurpnssod in any other department and must afford pleasure
to every trug lover of progress.  One of the most serious deformities and incon-
veniencas ineident to ago. and one, too, not confiued to gray hairs, but common to
the ndult, and even to the ~outh, 1s the decay and final loss of those most useful
tion, the teeth.

And it must be a sort of gratification to every lover of progress, as well as
every friend of humanity, to know that by the discoveries made in this art Lhese
defleiencies can be 8o far remedicd ns that the loss of our teeth cun be eonsidered
no longer an unalleviated nfifiction. They can now be repluced by artificial ones
so clpsely resembling the nuwural as not to be dotected without close exumination
and so well subserving every purpose as greatly to mitigate the izconvenience of
their loss, Ttis a pleasure to record thnt mechenical dentistry nas arrived at
such a state of perfection, which twenty years ago ils most zealous operators
nevor anticipated or drenmed of.

But he who thinks that practical und successful dentistry can be performed by
any one with almost no skill ls grently mistaken.

The qualities which should be sought in aruificial teeth are durability and
resamblance o the natural orguns.

In the lirst essays of this art human teeth were employed. When these were
tound and conted with n good enamel and were suituble in every respect they
were esteemed preferable to any other substance, But think of the difflculties
prosented here in tho defects of the material itsell, deliciency of the supply. and

the revolting iden of wenring another’s teoth, in which, perhaps, wero disease,
The repugnance can scarcely be overcome,

The teeth of neat cattie were also used by allering their shape, these, of
course, being ted by sawiog and filing; but by the absorption and decom position
of the snliva they beenme foelid, renderine the taste and odor very offensive,

Teoth from ivory and tusks of the hippopotamus were next used, but these,
like the last mentioned, were permonble by the fluids of the mouth and soon
became ohnoxious to the wearer, ns well as to those who were in his presence.

Porcelain teeth were afterward introduced by the French, butthese, too, were
deficient in 80 many wuys that they wore not roceived at fivst with approbation.

Although the French led the way in this most valuable inventlon, it is princi-

Methods of Applying Artificial Teeth.,

Here great progross has beon attained in this art, as in the selection of the
material for the teeth. The methods for applying the teeth are four: First, on
roots of natural teeth; second, on plate, with clagps: third, with spriog, and
fourth, by atmospheric pressure. We need notdessant upon the comparative ad-
vantages and disadvantages of Lthese seversl methods.

The depondencs upon ntmospherie pressure is now almost vniversally ve-
garded as the most approved course, and the one practiced most extensively,

The firmness with which teeth can be made to adhere on this principle render
them the most desirable. There may be cases which might determine recourse
to one of the other methods, but thay wiithe found rare indead.

Giold has bean the kiod of plate sanetionad nnd used slmost entively by the
hest dontists until rocontly,

The modes of attnching the teoth are vnvions, and to the dentist would fupe-
nish an interesting detail, but by the general remder would be considered unwor-
thy atlention.

M. B. Foster Again Convicted of the Mur-
der of Emmet Reed.

THE EVIDENCE WAS CIRCUMSTANTIAL,

An lowa City Boy Kitled While Play -
Ing with a Rifle—The Meth-
odist Episcopal Univers-
ity Located.

Beprorn, s, Doc, 24 —[Speeial Telegram
to Tue Bee.]—The retvial of M, B. Foster
for the murder of Emmet Reed has just been
concluded here, occupying about two  weeks.
'I'he jury was out ubout six hours, returning
n verdict of guilty, and Foster was sentenced
to Imprisonment for hfe.

It was brought to
shore and opened, and  among other things it
contained a letter directed to Emmet from a
lady in northern lowa, She was telegraphed
to and responded. The poople of the neigh-
borhood were alarmed, and susplcioning all
was not right, searched the river and the
vicinity of where the trunk was found and
sooll brought to shore the body of the mur-
dered wan. Thert wus & log chain  arouna
his neck und body, and the top of his head
was crushed in by o blow  from some heavy
fnstrument. There was very great excite-
ment ani talk of lynching for some time, but
when the court found Foster guilty and the
sentendo of death was pronotneed the exelte-
ment died out.
